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DETAILED ACTION 

This action is responsive to appeal brief filed on February 08, 2006. After 
further reconsideration, the arguments are persuasive, thus the final rejection 
made on September 08, 2005 will be withdrawn. 

Election/Restrictions 
1 . Claims 1-7 are directed to an allowable product. Pursuant to the procedures set 
forth in MPEP § 821 .04(b), claims 8-18, directed to the process of making or using the 
allowable product, previously withdrawn from consideration as a result of a restriction 
requirement, are hereby rejoined and fully examined for patentability under 37 CFR 
1.104. Claims 17-108, directed to the invention(s) of method of vehicle control based on 
torque conditions or vehicle control based on linear corner velocity conditions require all 
the limitations of an allowable product claim, and do NOT been rejoined. 

Because a claimed invention previously withdrawn from consideration under 37 
CFR 1.142 has been rejoined, the restriction requirement of group II (including 
claims 8-16) as set forth in the Office action mailed on November 04, 2004 is 
hereby withdrawn. In view of the withdrawal of the restriction requirement as to the 
rejoined inventions, applicant(s) are advised that if any claims including all the 
limitations of an allowable product claim or rejoined process claim are presented in a 
continuation or divisional application, such claims may be subject to provisional 
statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting rejections over the claims of the instant 
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application. Once the restriction requirement is withdrawn, the provisions of 35 U.S.C.

the wheel axle and the wheel departure angle.
